New Testament was the fact that the 
former showed what (led thinks a?

prophets, v.h'Ie the latte-r showed 
what Cod i: in ths personality of 
Christ. 

The idea of Clod being * living 
person, supremely righteous and with 
whom It was possible to have a sense 
of fellowship is very evident in the 
New Tc-stament. The documents con- 
tained therein were written by per- 
sons who were so overwhelmed by 
the personality ot Jesus that the very 
thought of Him produced in them 
ihtsnss 'motion. The conviction be- 
came ever stronger in them that any- 
th'ng asserted by Jesus could be as- 
sorted by Cod. la fact it was incon- 
ceivable to think of JCSU3 apart 
from Cod. 

As Or. Hough put ii. "what Jesus 
was in time. Cod was i:i eternity". 

The prophetic tradition was that 
whatever Cod thinks can be rendered

Its status being different from thai; of the Dai.ly, we fear 
no opposition, for whereas we arc a daily newspaper, they will 
be a literary magazine, and wo presume a monthly. From what 
we have seen of the Arts men on our own staff we know that 
they will have difficulty in nominating an editor, and that he 
will quite easily secure a good working board. 

It has been claimed that there is no outlet, for pent uu lit- 
erary effort on the campus. \Yc do not acknowledge this claim, 
for any manuscripts that arc submitted lo us receive care- 
ful and appreciative treatment. If then those efforts, which arc 
not accepted by the. Daily, and they are few, are to appear in the 
Arts Magazine, we thank them for giving the strugglers a 
;chanc.e but feel that the standard of the paper .will not be high. 

There is one good function which will be fulfilled and that is 
fhat papers which are read before such societies as the Historic- 
al Club and English Literature Society, having limited member- 
ship, will be made possible to the student body at large by ap- 
pearing injbe magazine. As presently constituted the Daily can 
' bnt^giye a resume of the papers and pick out the outstanding 
features of any particular one. 

\'[ It is felt that the publication may be able to pay for itself. 
The argument put forward for the demise of the McGill Fort- 
nightly Review, of some years ago. is that it could not pay for 
itself, for which there might be two reasons. First, that it lack- 
; cd. a source.of funds. Second, that there was no respo.risrbie~body 
to carry on when once the nucleus of literary geniuses had left 
t;he university. In its present condition the Arts Undergraduate 
Society will be quite able to look after the first requirement, and 
we hope that it will unearth sufficient talent to' ensure its con- 
tinued existence, the second. 

Authority has been given to publish two issues of the new 
- jaairie, when the matter will be brought before the Arts Un- 
luate Society again for comment. Finding favourable 
•criticism then, it will continue on its way rejoicing. We wish it 
well. 



UNIVERSITY TRADITION 

IN A RECENT issue of the Daily there appeared a criticism 
of the rules and customs in usage at Cambridge University 
I by a former McGill undergraduate, and in the following issue, 
a defence of these traditions. 

This current discussion leads us to make a few reflections | 
'upon the desirability of such tradition. Customs, handed down 
cor centuries and still existent, owe their being to either one of 
;wo reasons. On the one hand, they may still function because 
:hey are part of a past for which one has affection, and of 
"vhieh one is proud. They recall the romanticism of bygone days, 
And" an undergraduate, looking back at the names of those 
former sons of the university who have been honored by dis- 
tinction among men, feels a desire to ally himself with them, to 
- .ive something of the life that they lived. A veneration' for the 
past, and perhaps also a desire to be distinct from the present 
bustling world, is at the bottom. 

And on the other hand, such continuance of tradition may 
"be explained by a mere mental inertia. Some institutions ai'e 
- Clueless and even undesirable, and where they persist, 



it is 



usually because those affected by them lack the moral courage, 
OX vigor and energy, to do away with them- 

Whether a tradition should be upheld must be decided from 
p. pragmatic point of view. If it is not an obstruction in the path 
uf some more desirable institution, and is bound to the present 
py revered tie;; with the past, it may remain. If it is a stumb- 
ling block for progress and exists only by reason of a lack of 
courage and desire for advancement, it should meet a speedy 
end. 

Tradition in the university may be of great va.'ue. It may 
bind together the undergraduates and act as a counterbalance 
for undesirable excesses. Or it may be a deadening influence to 
all free and orignal action. Whether it i/» useful or not can be 
judged only by the results which it affords.

The change of office has relegated to the dusty silence of ti store room 
the arena of another day. Gone Is the high tahle or shelf running the length 
ot tho north wall at which one stood and wrote ungrnmmatlcal but arith- 
metically balanced headlines. 

R served other purposes. Here A. the Med who took Ihe copy down to 
the press, stretched his huge length along und waited lor tho first- batch 
oC stories: his snores dlsturbcd'vcry few. On his return about twelve thirty 
for the second batch lio assumed the horizontal once again, but this linio to 
regal himself on strong alliaceous foods, guaranteed to sustain and calcul- 
ated to ortend. And It was to tho sharp cackle of his mastication that we 
would inwelgh in editorial style against the one eighth rule, the lecture sys- 
tem, the apathy ot the student body, nnd the vandalism of petty thieves in 
the Library. 

By this' time, we had learnt-how many columns tho advertisers had left 
u s, . a rid "liô w"în"lt oh " Tm eY • w c cither had to 1 write or clip. Desporato. remedies 
were tried in the perennial effort to givs variety and interest to the pages: 
.and of^en^yiougli.^t perhaps it Is the saw. > now) tho Editor for the night or 
the Editor 'in Chift lKt /Wgh, dry and alone, would have to call' on all his 
faculties to fill the aching void of sports news, Mock Parliament prospects, 
features and personal space. And so it was the evening nnd the morning ot 
another issue. ..'....'. -,.-v— - • 

Perhaps the greatest 'change of all is in the powers" and editorial In- 
dependence of the Daily, and It Is a change that its istaifs of many years 
back may feel some satisfaction over. For there was a tlmo when the Daily 
was fighting hard for representation on the Students Council and for free- 
dom from the censorship of that august but well-meaning body. Both of 
these constitutional" powers were regarded as necessary to the full develop- 
ment ot the Daily as a self-respecting College newspaper and many and 
acrid were the debates on them in the Union fcasement. Now that the vic- 
tory is gained one is inclined to wonder whether the chief value, as usual, 
was not in the struggle itself. It is said that militant suffragettes feel much 
tho same about their' trials and tribulations. , 

But while" much is altered; — headlines in a different print: a weather 
forecast: a s.aying for every day: — the essential Dally still runs on. It the 
office is larger and the staff better equipped, thero is oil tho nioro wall 
space and opportunity for cutting out and sticking up trick headlines, 
I beautiful faces, and pointed comments on local pundits. If- tho articles are 
I more (or less) full and accurate, there are tho -same number (or moro) ot 
misprints: and if the days activities and Club Notices take up more space 
they mislead as effectively as ever. 

It is only after one gets awa.y from the Daily that one begins to think 
ot: philosophize a.bout it. Any editor that condescended to do such a thing 
in office would come to a sudden end. Hut vi!trosp2ct stirs many thoughts. 
By tills time the Daily bus a very fair share of traditions anil standards, and 
it is worth bearing in mind that they dccllno very easily, and take quick 
advantage of neglect. Most of them appear to ho in excellent hands just 
now, and a good editor with his car to tho ground (where it ought to bo) 
will know when to take alarm for their safety. 

The present writer can only end by saying that now ho comes to think 
of it, the most enjoyable and satisfactory part of one's time on the Rally 
was trying to keep up, or push up, or reach up to the levels of good college 
journalism handed down from- the past,

At a meeting in Calgary this year, 
trade development within tho Umpire 
was tho main topic under discussion. 
Uvoryono is harping on it nowadays, 
spurred on by tho U.S.A. budget and 
tariff proposals. Formerly Canada 
was regarded as a strip of land along 
tho 40th. parallel; today Canada is a 
country over C00 or TOO miles deep 
and Is lxdng expanded northwards.

and evolution of movements, rising 
out of tho Self-Help and Belief Work- 
begun In Europe foilowng the war. Ho 
described tiie wretched condition of 
the students trying to exist in count- 
ries devastated by war; of the marvel- 
lous response made' by tho students 
o( the world to the appeal for help; 
of the development, growing out of 
this encouragement, of tho Kcjf-Help 
movement combining relief and cul- 
tural co-operation; and of tho final 
establishment of that unique organ- 
isation of the I.S.S., composed of tho 
représentatives of national Self-Help 
groups. Ho concluded by rcmark'ng 
upon tho lack of direction given In 
America to the grt-at. good-w'll ond 
broad-m'ndedncss among tho stu- 
dents, while he regretted the sur- 
prising lack of knowledge of Inter- 
national affairs. 

Traces Development. 
Tho Self-Holp Movement has de- 
veloped out of an organ zatlon estab- 
lished lo meet an emergency Into a 
permanent Institution aiming at the 
solution of student problems through- 
out the world both material arid cul- 
tural; and tho promotion of a truly 
International understanding v eeogn!z- 
ing no barriers of race, creed, or poll- 
; tlpal conviction. H Itegan for the relief 
I of the materially distressed students; 

Ihen it undertook to satisfy the de- 
jmand for an accuralo knowledge of 



Wesley Boill'ltc, M.Sc, M l)., Proili" 
'ttCltt Montreal physician, and 
Lecturer in Anastheaia in this Uni- 
versity, delivered tho fourth of a 
series of public lectures on popular 
cultural and scientific toplc.1 offo'id 
by tho Median o h Institute. Ills sub- 
ject was "AnaslUctlcfl and their Ad. 
ministration", »y outlining itio history 
of tho discovery and development of 
hnnstUctics, and by Iho use of 
numerous well-chosen slides of Ihc 
apparatus now employed to icndsr 
their adniin'stratlon safe and cf- 
ficifnt, tho lecturer skillfully freed his 
audience from the too prevalent dread 
and distrust of these boons to suffer- 
ing humanity, 

"A'though a compound of sour wine 
und powdered limestone was used l>y 
the Romans an a local nnnsthotlc, and 
ccrta'n ■ South American tribes have, 
from time Immémorial, chewed lite 
leaves and bark of a tree which yloldn 
cocaine, anasthetler of modern times 
have only come Into general use well 
within the last century'' said thr> 
speaker. 

Ether as an anaslhctlo was discov- 
ered by an American doctor Crawford 
Long. It had been known an a chem- 
ical for some time, and it was a com- 
mon prank among the boys to pur- 
chase a few cents wot'th of ether. In- 
hale It, and then in enjoy the delirious 
effects Of the fames It produced. 
Crawford Long, watching one of those 
"ether frolics", as they were called, 
noticed that one of the lads seemed 
to feel no pain on bruising his foot, 
He then tried administering It lo his 
patients for operation.'', with excellent 
results; but for romo unaccountable 
reason he failed to make his discovery 
public. 

Morton Discovered Ether, 

John Morton, of Boston, redis- 
covered ether a year or two later, 
published his results, and soon the 
practise of anasthesia became known 
the world over. The unplcasciit after- 
effects or ether deterred conservative 
phys'clans from its use, but In IS 17, 
Sir Jantes Simpson, the Unions 
English obstetrician, searching' about 
for a more suitable anasthctlc, lit upon 
chloroform, which had only been dis- 
covered chemically five years carl'cr. 

Since that date rcscaroh In anas- 
thesia has made most progress along 
the lines of belter administration, and 
n developing more efficient ap- 
paratus. Contrivances have been per- 
fected which accurately measure the 
pressure and temperature of the an- 
asthettc agent, and mix the gasscs 
and vapors used In correct and un- 
varying proportions, Anasthetics are 
now blown into the lungs to savo the 
patient even the effort of inhalation. 

In conclusion Br Bourne stated that 
new local anasthct'es such ns novo- 
cains have replaced tho more danger- 
ous cocaine and ethylene and acety- 
lene promise to displace; ether and 
chloroform in some types of general 
anasthesia. 

Dr, Bourne was introduced and 
thanked for his enlightening address 
by tho chairman, Br. A. J. Bramley- 
Moore. 

soc'al conditions by securing Jobs for 
students in mines, factories, post of. 
flees, mills, etc.; ond went or. to create 
student organizations such as res- 
taurants, workshops, etc., where stu- 
dents might get employment and also 
otbafii necessities at a discount of 
from 30—40%. This meant that many, 
hitherto excluded from the Unlverslly, 
were able to attend; that the stand- 
ards of scholarsh'p wcro raised; and 
that the days of the gentleman loafer 
at the University were over. 

In conclusion Br. Kotsciinig stress- 
ed Iho need for action among the 
students In America. To-day Amorlca 
determines the fate of the world: and 
yet the Intellectuals hero do not seem 
to sco even their Imminent dangers. 
Communistic influences aro spread- 
ing, and unless the students undertake 
to make themselves familiar with the 
social situation here, and faro the 
possible developments, Amorlca must 
face a clash of communistic forces 
such as. has rent Europe. There arc 
a'so existing tensions between races, 
creeds, and other mutually hostile 
groups Dr. Kotsciinig therefore, 
strongly urged that McGIII form op 
International committee representing 
all tho campus Interests, whoso work 
win be tho prumot'on of the study of 
theso problems. Only through such 
sympathetic v nrjeavours can America 
contlnuo and ensure tho progress of 
that great, movement In Europa which 
her action Inaugurated, Br. Kotschnlg 
concluded.

H Is a. sponsor of In- 
dividual efforl Hint the little theatre 
movement ban spread so rapidly on 
tills continent. 

"In Montreal, amateur dramatic' 
societies have to fill the place of n 
little theatre as best they can. The 
McGIII Players' club has taken an 
active part among l hem. Tho club's 
chief aim Is to glvo the students of 
McGIII nn opportunity of obtaining' 
experience In tho drama, |>ôth historic 
and technical. To this end, several 
plays are produced each year. These 
plays aro chosen exclusively from the 
works of modern authors. They nrc 
often of nn unusual, even cxperlmcnt- 
a', type. In carrying out this pollry. It 
Is felt that tho club may fill % real 
need In a city Ilka Montreal, which 
has so few playhouses. 

"Tho choice of "Dear Brutus" needs 
no defence. Barries plays possess an 
almost universal- appeal. His quiet 
humour renders ids cynicisms less 
harsh than those of most authors, 
though not less effective. The riay-

Secondly 
there is tho seinl-voeatlonal l.vpc, 
Which has a definite economic value. 
Thirdly, and probably most impor- 
tant lo the adu|t, is tho education of 
the definitely vocational nature. 

Countless peoplo are now benefiting 
by courses and lectures covering 
every flc'd of education. Even corres- 
pondence and night schools fill a def- 
inite placo In education. 

The aim of adult education as fur 
as McGIII Is concerned Is to servo the 
people of Canada. Wo are all alining 
at a common end; ul hough what it 
Is wo do not know. Tho goal is far- 
distant, but la very great.
